Reports from Other University Bodies 
» Prof. Shulman reported on the Senate meeting of April 17th. a ) Cuts for the academic years 1997-98 and 
1998-1999 were discussed. Eight million dollars was to be cut in 1997-98 and twelve million the following 
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year. CREPUQ would present a united front in opposition to these cuts. b) Vice-Rector Emond presented his 
space plan. He noted that space needs were greater than availability. c) Dr. Lowy announced that a 
recommendation would be submitted to the Board for a one-year extension of Dr. Lightstone's term which 
was to have ended on May 31, 1998. 

» Prof. D. Sheps reported on the SCAPP meeting of April 17th. It was also mentioned that the newsletter of 
CUP (Commission des universitaires sur les programmes) had published a newsletter (in French), the first 
edition of which had come out on March 25th. This newsletter would be published monthly and would 
contain important information. Physics, Mathematics, and Computer Science would be the next areas under 
scrutiny. 


Elections/Ratifications - AFC 97-3M-A 

The School of Graduate Studies requires four full-time members to serve on the Council of the School of 
Graduate Studies for three-year terms. 

The following four faculty members were elected: Dr. N. Nixon, English; Dr. M. Despland, Religion; 
Dr. M. Hale, CMLL; Dr. P. Banks, Chemistry. 


Arts and Science Election Committee requires one full-time faculty member to complete a term to May 31, 
1997. Dr. Mukherji, Geology, declared elected by acclamation. 


Arts and Science Honours Committee requires one full-time faculty member to complete a term to May 31, 
1997. Dr. B. Campbell, Economics declared elected by acclamation. 


Undergraduate Curriculum Changes; ASFC 97-3M-B: 

The changes were presented by Dr. Woodsworth. (These changes were the second of a set of three.) She pointed 

out that the Departments of Applied Social Science and Leisure Studies had worked together on their changes 

with a view to amalgamating the two departments. 

ASFC 97-3M-4 It was moved and seconded (Woodsworth/Ruby) that the document ASFC 97-3M-B be 
approved by Faculty Council. Carried unanimously. 


Other Business 
The Chair affirmed that FALRIP 2 packages had been sent out. It was expected that fifty faculty would accept 
the package. Decisions to accept would have to be made by May 31.

There were two Notices of Motion for the next meeting of Council. a) from Dr. Taylor, Chair of Applied Social 
Science and Dr. Swedburg, A/Director of Leisure Studies, proposing the formation of Applied Social Science 
and Leisure Studies into a single academic department. 

b) from Prof. L. Crysler, A/Director of Journalism, Dr. B. Gilsdorf, Chair of Communication Studies and 
Dr. M. Allor, Chair Designate of Communication Studies proposing the administrative merger of the departments 
of Communication Studies and Journalism.
